Forty-Fir- Congress Second Session,

SENATE.
Washington, May 28. Mr. Stockton

called up the joint resolution giving the
consent of Congress to the acceptance by
New Jersey of the Stevens battery, un-
der tbe will of Edwin O. Stevens. Pssaed.

Mr. Caaserly presented a memorial of
the merchanta of San Fraaelsco for the
removal of a dangerous rock in the bay
of San Francisco.

Mr. McDonsld offered a resolution to
grant tbe use ol several hundred army
tents for tbe Knights Templar exhibition
at Williamsport, Penn.

Oonkling. from the Judiciary Commit-
tee, reported a substitute for the bill reg-
ulating the proceedings for the natural-
ization of aliens.

At one o'clock the appropriation bill
waa proceeded with, and amend inenta
adopted, on motion of Stewart, increasing
the salaries of clerks in the general land
office; on motion of Anthony, requiring
all resolutions In either Hoose for print-
ing of documents exceeding $1600 In
smount, to be concurred In and referred
to the comiiMttee. The appropriation for
a biennial register was stricken out. The
bill as reported to the Senate, and amend-
ments in the Committee of the Whole,
were agreed to, except those upon which
separate votes were desired by Senators.

Sundry other amendments were
mauVto the bill, when it was reported to
the Senate that the whole force of tbe
Capitol was retained at its present nu-
merical strength. The amendment
reported by the Committee, striking out
the provision for publishing laws in
the newspapers in the States and Terri-
tories, was voted down. The Senate now
concurred iu Mr. Anthony's amendment
for striking out an appropriation for
bieun.nl register,

Anthony moved to amend that only
the most important laws shall be pub-
lished in newspapers, and that the Secre-
tary of the Treasury shall have entire
charge of their publication. Agreed to.

Edmunds reported back the petition of
naturalized citizens of Rhode Island, ask-
ing Congress to legislate so that citizens
of that State who are not property-owner- s

shall be allowed to vote, and asking
to be discharged from ;ts further consid-
eration; al'o submitting a report stating
that every Slate has a right to impose
property or other qualifications against
slieus or persons of foreign birth, on ac-

count of their nationality, and that tbe
laws of Rhode Island are not repugnant
thereto.

it therefrom.

Mr. Mnngen not being present, Mr.

Ths next amendment in order was
Randsl's, which provided that nothing
in this set shall be construed as a guaran-
tee bv tbe United States of bonds issued
by that company, or of any bonds au-
thorized or permitted by this act. Re-
jected, ayea tri, nays 92.

Mr. Clark'e amendment restricts the
sales of lands to actual settlers, but pro-
vides thai patents shall be issued to the
Company for all lsuds remaining three
mouths after the completion of such sec-
tion, aud that lands along such portions
of the route as may be incomplete after
ten years shall revert to the Government.
Rejected by 69 to 116.

Mr. Elas amendment, giving the inter-
secting road the right of way of four hun-
dred feet wide across lands herein grant-
ed. Rejected by 70 to 110.

Mr. Lawreuoe's amendment, providing
that railroad companies shall make veri-
fied reports to the Secretary of the Interi-
or annually, or oftener if required, as to
its condition aud transaction, was lost
ayes 60, nays 96.

Another amendment, made by Mr.
Lawrence, giving the United States the
right to take possession, of the road on the
payment of the cost thereof, exceeding
tbe value of lands hereby granted, was
rejected ayes S2, nays 11&.

Mr. Coburn's amendment, providing
that branches of tbe road to Portland,

shall not be more than 3u0 miles in
length, was rejected.

Tbe next amendment was that of Mr.
Williams, retaining to the United States
the right to regulate rates of fare aud
freight on tho road wbeuever the same
sbU! become necessary for the regulation
and protection of commerce. Rejected by
ayes 09, nays 92.

All amendments having been acted
upon, Mr. Holtaaii moved to lay the bill
on the table. Lost bv ayes 82. nays 102.

The Northern Pacific railroad bill was
then ordered a third reading, and the bill
was passed by a Vote of 107 ayes tj 67
nays.

Mr. Bingham, from the Committee on
Conference, on the disagreeing vote of the
two Houses on the bill to enforce the pro
visions oi tbe fifteenth Amendment,
submitted their report and moved to con
cur. It was finally agreed that one hour
and a half be given to the opponents of
tha bill and reserve one hour for its
friends. This arrangement was agreed to.

Tne bill to revive the navigation and
commercial interests of the United States
was than taken un. s

Mr. Farnsworth said he had approved
tbe original bill, but thought the substi-
tute reported from tbe committee yester-
day bv Snyder, was eminently fair and
proper, as it simply provides that the
material used in building ships shall be
imported free or amy.
